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HE objedl of this volume is twofold * firJftly, to 
give defcri pttons of the colled ion of fiftile ivories, 
numbering nearly a thoufand, in the South Ken- 
fmgton Mufeum ; and, fecondly, to give an account 
of the Continental colled ions of chiTical and mediaeval ivories, 
in order to dired attention to the fpecimens of which it would 
be definable to obtain fidtik copies for the Mufeum. 

FirfL The value of a collection of fictile mediaeval Ivories 
can hardly be over feted, as affording examples of art work 
during many centuries in which we are deftitute of feu Ip Cured 
and to a great extent aifo of analogous pidloriaJ representations : 
efpecsally is this the cafe with the very numerous examples, 
ranging from the claflkal period to the eleventh and twelfth 
centuries. The admirable memoir by Sir Digby Wyatt on 
ivory carvings delivered at the annual meeting of the Arundel 
Society on the 29th June 1855* publifhed by that Society, and 
the equally excellent introduction by Mr. Mafkelt to the Cata¬ 
logue of Original Ivories in the South Keidington Mufeum, 
published in 1872, to which the prefent volume may be con- 
fidered as a fupplement, renders it unnecefiary in the prefent 
work to enter at any great length on the hiilory and appliances 
of ivory carvings during the Middle Ages* 

The exhibition of the fplendid Fejervary Collection of carved 
ivories by Count Pulfzky, at the Rooms of the Archaeological 
Inffcitute of London in 1853, may be find to have given the firlTr 
impulfe to the ftudy of fuch objefts in this country. This 
collection (of many of the moft intcrefting fpecimens of which 
tacfimiks are contained in the South Kenfmgtoii Mufeum) 
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Preface. 

was fubfequently fold to Mr. Mayer, and by him was mod 
liberally prefentcd to the Liverpool Mufeum. 

As a great number of the fictile ivories in the collection 
have been caft irom moulds made from the original ivories by 
Mr. Nefbitt and myfelf, a description of the very fimpk opera* 
tion by which they were made may be deemed ufefuL At firft 
gutta-percha was alone ufed, but as it was found that after being 
foftened in hot water it hardened again too rapidly to allow a 
large ivory to be properly prefted, it was confidered advifable 
to mix a certain quantity of wax with the gutta-percha, which 
caufed it to retain its foftnefs for a longer period. The pre¬ 
pared gutta-percha is then to be placed in hot water (which 
muft not be allowed to boil), and when it has become as foft as 
putty it is to be moulded by the hand into a flattened plate 
rather larger than the ivory to be moulded. The face of the 
ivory mu ft be wetted with clear cold water, or better ft jll , 
mu ft be walbed over with foft foap applied with a camel’s 

Hair brufti, and whilft wet the gutta-percha is to be placed 

upon it and prefted by the thumb carefully fo as to forte the 
gutta-percha into all the deeper cut parts of the ivory. It is 
then allowed to harden and cool, and mu ft then be lifted with 

great care from the ivory. Of courfc this is a delicate opera¬ 

tion with old or deeply cut ivories, but it is very rare indeed 
that any injury has happened to the latter, as the wax in the 
compofition allows a fmall amount of elaftkity. With under¬ 
cut ivories, the under-cut parts mu ft be guarded and the plafter 
caft when made from the gutta-percha mould mu ft be under¬ 
cut by linnd to reprefent the original * but it is better to ufe 
gelatine to make the moulds from under-cut ivories. When 
travelling abroad I have generally carried with me a fmall 
apparatus ufed in nurferks, called an /Etna, in which a fufficient 
quantity of gutta-percha may be warmed in hot water by burning 
a table fpoonfu! of fpirits of wine in the trough at the bottom 
of the mftrument. Should the firft quantity of gutta-percha 
warmed not be fufficient for the ivory another quantity may be

applied to the uncovered parts, taking care to prefs it dofely 
up to the portion already manipulated. 

On being removed from the ivory the mould is read) to 
receive the Hold plafter of Paris of the fineft quality for the 
call, but when a number of copies are required it lias been found 
advifable to have an deftrotyp^ made of the mould fo that 
every fubfequeut caft may be as frefh as the one firft made. 

In order to give the calls a greater fimilarity to ivory, as 
well as to harden the furface of the calls, they are dipped in 
warm fluid ftearinc* 

In this manner a con fide rablc number, both of moulds and 
deft retype moulds* were accumulated by MdTieurs Alexander 
Nefbittj A* W. Franks, and myfelf* which were in 1855 trans¬ 
ferred to the Arundel Society t by whom copies of the calls were 
published at a very moderate price, accompanied by an extremely 
intereftmg diflertation on ivory carvings by Sir Digby Wyatt, 

The beauty of the cafts made from thefe moulds has been 
universally acknowledged. They were made with the flneft 
pi after of Paris by t!ie late Me firs. Franc hi, whofe bufmefs has 
been transferred to MdTrs. Elkin gcon, from whom not only the 
Arundel Society's feries but alfo nearly the whole of the fpecl- 
mens deferibed in this catalogue may be obtained. When pro¬ 
perly made* and carefully coloured by hand from the originals, 
(the ft canned fur face a [lowing the application of common water 
colours), it is next to impoflible to diftmguilh one of thefe cafts 
from the original, I have treated my own copy of the great 
Brkilh Mufeum Archangel in this manner, and the late Dr, 
Wangen, one of the moil confummate judges of ancient art, 
could fcarcely believe that my fpecimen was not an original 
ivory, and the late Count Pulfzky was furprifed to fee in my 
colleftlon what he considered to be one of his own fpecimcns 
belonging to the Fejcrvary Mufeum, which 1 had in like manner 
coloured up to the original. 

Hence the extreme value of the collection, replete as it Is 
with information both artiftic and antiquarian, cannot be doubted 
and need not be dwelt upon at any great length. 1 he face. 
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however, that at leaft half of the objects defer!bed in this work 
are of a date previous to the thirteenth century, and that a very 
large proportion of the whole is of a religious character, renders 
it evident that a very important addition is made by ivory carv¬ 
ings to the fhidy of Chriftian Iconography. Thofe who have 
ftudied Mrs. Jamcfon’s admirable Hiftory of Our Lord and her 
ocher works, or the more recently published "L'Evangile: Iitudes 
Iconographtques et Archeologiques," by De Fleurv (2 vola. 
4to. 1874, Tours), will have perceived how few LIluftra.cions 
have been derived from this clafs of art works, whilft the elabo¬ 
rate index which has been prepared of the prefent volume will 
afford cafy means of reference to any fpecial fob] oft of Biblical 
hiftory, fhowing the various treatments which it has received 
at different periods in different countries, and with different 
theological and doctrinal feelings. 

Second, The writer of this catalogue has thought it a necef. 
farv portion of his tafk to infpeA all the great Continental 
mufeums containing collections of carved ivories, firft, with the 
view to learn the extent and nature of their contents, and, 
fccondly, with the view of pointing out by careful deferiptton, 
the moft important pieces of which it would be defirable to 
obtain copies. 

Thanks to the liberal fyftem adopted by feveral of the great 
mufeums 1 of eftablifliing a manufactory of pi alter fadt miles of 
feu Ip til red works in connexion with the art mufeiim, many of 
the moft valuable objects In them may now be obtained at a 
moderate coif, but there are other collections of which facsimiles 
are not fo eaiily obtained. Exceptional circumftances, hardly 
likely to recur, have allowed fomc of thefe (amongft which the 
Chriftian Mufeum of the Vatican muft efpeeiaUy be mentioned)

to be opened and moulds made from portion of their contents, 
but many (till remain of great intereft of which it is defi table to 
obtain either carts or photographs. 1 

In connexion with the collections of original ivories a few 
words will not be out of place with reference to the exiftence 
of modem antiques, of which it is undoubted that there arc 
numbers in exiftence, and by which inexperienced amateurs have 
been victim ifed to a conliderable extent. Thus during the Jaft 
year a copy of the Milan fitula made by an ignorant artift has 
been brought to this country, and Dr. Keller, of Zurich, has 
informed the writer hereof that at Gieflhngen, Wurtemburg, 
between tJIm and Stutgard, there is a conrtant manufacture of 
modern antiques of all kinds of ivory, wood, and metal produce 
tions carried on. Other inftances are recorded by Mr. Mafkell 
in the Appendix to his volume on the South Kenfington Ivories, 
p. 187. 

Great care is, however, requisite in deciding upon the 
genuinenefs of an ivory carving affumed to he of daftical or 
mediaeval date. Thus the grand pair of tablets fculptured with 
the figures of /Esculapius and Hygeh were fufpetfted by Italian 
antiquaries of the iaft century to be quattrocento imitations, 
but Mr. George Scharf (Notes of Sculpture in the Manchefter 
Exhibition of 1857, p, 6) has given an excellent reafon for their 
true daftical date, which has been partially confirmed by Dr. 
Keller’s difeovery, in a negle&ed cabinet of antiquities near Sion, 
of a little tablet of daftical workmanfhip with the fame fubjeds, 
a caft of which isdeferibed in this Catalogue, No. 17, p. 5. 

M. Didron, Annales Archeolog., vol. 18, p. 307, docs not 
hdilate to affirm that the two plaques of ivory in the Berlin 
Mtifcum (deferibed in this Catalogue, pp. 46, 47), reprefenring 
the Virgin holding the Infant Chrift and Chrift fcated between 
SS. Peter and Paul, f< font d'une authentic! ce conte ftabie/ 1 and 
to thefc he adds the two great book covers of the Paris Library,

He further objects that among the paintings of Sta. Sophia 
at Conftatittnople there is a head which bears great rcfcmblance to 
this head of Chrift, but it is that of the Prophet Jeremiah, whilft 
the Chrift of the Sta. Sophia refembles the fine figures of Chrift, 
efpecially fuch as that of the ivory of Romanus: and alfb that 
representations of the fun and moon weeping occur conftantly 
in the fccne of the crucifixion, but not fo early as the Sixth 
century, and certainly not in fuch a feene as this of Chrift 
fenced in Paradife in glory, where there is neither fun nor moon 
fince Christ is Himfelf the light thereof (Apocalypfe, xxL ;;). 

M. Dldron further confiders as a final!, but even more deci- 
five, proof of the falfehood of this Berlin piece the large letter O 
on the lower margin of the ivory, of which no trace occurs iti rhe 
Paris piece. He admits that he is unable to derive its fignifiea. 
tion, but having found an eight-rayed fun 1 at the foot of the 
call of the Bodleian Byzantine ivory of Chrift leatcd {Jet deferip- 
tions pq/i, p. go), giving the bIdling in the Latin manner 
on the cover of the Codex Ebnerianus, heaflerts that this form 
of the ftar is ** comme tous ceux qu’on a falts au xv f fiecle " 
and hence that its appearance on a Byzantine fculpture of the 
twelfth century mu ft be a proof of forgery. * F.ncore un i voire 
deniche, encore un svoire faux dti moins a tnon avis J " ^

M. Didron alio doubts the authenticity of the Berlin ivories 
rtprefenting the Crucifixion {poft> p. 9 ^)> the Afcenlion {poJi t 
p. 95), and the Day of Penteccft (poji } p. 90), forming part of 
the feventh dais in the Arundel Society’s Catalogue of Cafts 
(p„ 41) ■ alfo a Baptifm (ps/, p. 106) placed in the fourth 
ckfs (p. 37), aflerting alfo that the two ivories in the Berlin 
Mufcum (pa/, p. 71) placed at the head of the feventh ckfs 
(p. 41), rep refen ting the hiftory of Jofcph, are certainly falfe ; 
and, laftly, affirming that the ivory of Otho and Theophank 
in the Muieum of the Hotel Cluny (figured in Les Arts 
Somptuaires, and deferibed poji y p* . 397 ) * s t<: auffi faux, Ann. 
Arch., vol, 20, p. 64. 

This wholefate denunciation of the Berlin pieces by M, 
Didron, who would fetm to have had a fpccial national prejudice 
again ft the Berlin ivories, appears to the writer hereof unjuftifi- 
able, although it mult be confefTed that the particular pieces 
objected to polTefs very unulua! character lilies, as is alfo the 
cafe with the pax reprefenting the Decapitation of St. John, and 
the great caflcet with the figure of Chrift amending to Heaven 
in the centre of the top, alfo in the Kutift Kammer at Berlin. 1

On the fecomi leaf a grand figure of a warrior ( 1 1 inches high) 
richly dad, holding a fpear in his right hand and a large circular fhidJ 
refting on the ground with his left, as in the Aufta diptych, his fword 
fattened on lias left thigh^ and his large cloak fattened with a very fine 
large cruciform fibula. This diptych has been referred by Pulfzky to 
the youthful Vaientininn UL and his mother GaJla Phddia, the Handing 
male figure being Intended for the Emperor Theodofius or the younger 
Gratian, the cider brother of Valenti man.

On each leaf, landing between partly fluted and partly 
twilled col Limns with Corinthian capitals, flip porting a flat triangnlar 
ornamental pediment, is reprefers ted a fine female figure i one being 
intended as the ptrfoni fixation of Rome, and the other of Byzantium i 
each is crowned, but the crowns are of different fhapes. 

One female reprefenting Rome holds a cornucopia in her left 
hand and a peculiar (haped torch in her right hand, a fmall winged 
figure, tonfidered by Gorius as the Genius of Rome, is placed at her 
right Ihouldcr. The other female holds a long and flender thyrfus with 
a fir cone at each end and a globe furmounted by a flat Lie of Victory 
holding a palm branch and wreath. 

On each fide of the heads of thefe females are certain letters in- 
feribed in red ink, which Gorins reads Fauftitas Io . . . . and Feracitas.

The front of this grand book cover eonfifts of one cerural, two 
traniVcrfe pieces (top and bottom), and two fide pieces, each of the two 
latter divided Into three compartments.

In the middle piece {8 in. by 44 in,) h reprefented in very low relief 
the entrance to a temple, flat at the top, refting on fquare fide columns 
with Corinthian capitals; in the middle of this plaque is a broad wreath 
of flowers and fruit, w ith ribbons floating below, and in the centre of 
this wreath is affixed 2 lamb, formed of enamelled jewellery, with 2 
circular nimbus or wreath flighdy ornamented with leaves round Its 
head, in very high relief 

In the middle of the top tranlVerfc piece is reprefented the birth of 
Chrift in a very realise manner under a fhed. The Virgin is felted 
to the right, Jofcph to the left, the Child lying on a fhicld on the top of 
a brickwork manger, with the afs and ox Handing behind ; no nimbus, 
no ftar, no angels, no fhepherds with their flocks. The Virgin prefles 
her left hand againli the fide of her head. Jofcph fupports a ltafe in his 
right hand. To the left is a rich wreath, in which is the buft of the 
angel of St. Matthew holding a book, with a plain circular nimbus round 
his head a nd wings, and to the right is the hurt of the hull of 
St. Luke fitnilarly fix-winged and nimbed within a eorrefpondtng wreath. 
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In the middle of the trajifverfe piece at the bottom is the Murder of 
the Innocents- Herod fcated to the left on a very ordinary fhaped 
chair in armour, holding a Ihield and fpear, with two guards fim Liarly 
armed (the fhidd round and ornamented). Before him are three attend¬ 
ants, one of them dafhing a child to the ground held in his upralfcd 
hand, whilft another child is tying at his feet.

Here, as in the front, are affixed together one central, two tranfverfc 
pieces (top and bottom), and two fide pieces, each of the two latter 
divided Into three compartments.

columns with decorated capitals, with curtains looped at the fides in the 
ancient manner.

In the middle of the upper piece is reprefented the Offering of the 
MagjL The Virgin with her head covered with a veil, but without a 
nimbus. Is feated in a plain chair, holding the Infant on her lap y be has a 
fmall plain nimbus, and bis right hand is extending towards the firft of 
the three Magi, who as well as the third hold difhes in their hands filled 
with money or fruit, whDft the middle one holds a cornucopia.

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Thefe three plaques are of an early period, and appear to me to have 
been executed by the artift of the great Milan boot cover, with which 
they agree in fevent important refpefts, one of which is the neatly 
identical narrow foliated border of the different plaques. 

The fob}eels have not hitherto been latisfactorily determined ; they, 
however, clearly reprefent the early feenes of Goipel Hiftory. 

In the firft long piece are a furies of figures which have been fup- 
pofrd to reprefent the vifit of the Women to the Sepulchre. At firft 
I confidered them to be intended for the hiftory of Sarah and Hagar 
and her foil; the abfolute identity, however, of the firft group with the 
firft final! group of the Milan book cover, deferibed above, gave the due 
to the real interpretation of the piece. The Virgin, as deferibed in the 
apocryphal Gofpels, is furprifed whilft catching water {beaming out or a 
rock, by the vifit of the Archangel of the Annunciation. The next 
feme is Jofeph lying afteep accofted by the angel, whilft the Virgin, 
whofe condition is clearly fhowrt, is Handing near, with her attendant. 
Wc have next the meeting of Elizabeth and Mary, the houfe of 
Zachnriah, and a “City of Judo," reprefemed by a building with two 
tall (lender campantlc-Iike towers; the condition of Elizabeth, who 
wears a large cloak, is alfo dearly delineated. The right hand group 
is intended for Mary (for Jhe Is represented thrice in identical clothing) 
departing from the houfe of Zachariab, whilft Zachiriah himfelf, holding 
a hook and a ftyle, approaches a final 1 temple, fimilar to one repre- 
fented on the Milan book cover. An angel Hands between theft- two 
figures directing the attention of the Virgin upwards. There is no 
authority for this addition to the hiftory as given in the Gofpel of 
St. Luke, as It cannot poffibly be intended for the Holy Ghoft infpiring 
Zachariah, although it may be intended for the Fulfilment of the Arch¬ 
angel’s ptomife to re vifit Mary, recorded in the apocryphal Gofpels. 

In the fccond long piece are reprefented the three wife men of the 
Eaft gazing in wonder at the ftar, (hewn as in the Milan book cover on 
the upper ornamented border, the firft of thefc three figures being 
Identical with the defign of the fame feene in the Milan piece. In the 
centre is the feene of the Nativity, and at the right end are the three 
Magi offering their gifts to the infant Chrift, [bated on His mother’s 
lap, both feenes being identical in every detail with the lame fubjects on 
the Milan book cover, even to the double carpenter’s faw held by Jofeph. 
The objects offered on a large difh by the firft of the Magi have the 
appearance of, but they can fcartcly be, fifties; they may be intended for 
fmall cornucopia:, one of larger fizc being held by the central figure 
(looking back towards the third) in the Milan piece. 
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The fhort pcece is devoted to the miniftrauon of the Baptiil 
(St. Matthew, ch. Llt.)* To the left arc feveral figures leaving a building 
(v* 5-7)* In the middle are two figures, one of whom is finking a 
tree with a long implement (probably an axe* illu Uniting v* io), and to 
the right is the Baprifm of Chrift (v. 13-17) reprefented very archaically, 
the River Jordan idiiing from an urn held by a feated aged figure, who 
holds a large branch over each (boulder. The Saviour is reprefented

1 hefe are two very remarkable pieces, being identical in defign with, 
but infinitely more ikil/ut in execution than the central portions of the 
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two parts of the great book cover of tbe Paris Library laft above 
ddtribed. 

r. In the centre Is feated a figure eight inches high of Jefus Chrift, 
reprefented, quite unu fealty, as more than middle-aged, with long flowing 
hair and a conical beard* without a nimbus* holding a large jewelled book 
on His knee with His left hand* His right hand raifed as high as His 
breaft in the ad of benediction, the firft and fecond fingers alone being 
extended upwards and the palm of the hand turned towards the fpeBator.

beard, his right hand railed and open, and St. Paul, 1 with long ftnright 
conical beard like that of Chrift. Above the head of Chrift is a rounded 
ornamented arch, refling at the Tides on Corinthian capitals, between, 
which extends a rod, from which is fufpended a curtain by rings* and 
beneath the arch is a large fhdJ, the upper edge of the arch Is orna¬ 
mented with a lerics of fcallops tipped with fmall balls, and in the upper 
angles of the piece (cutfide the arch) are bulls of Sol (as Apolb) with a 
feven-rayed crown holding a rod* round which is twined a ribbon, and of 
Luna crowned with acrcfcent (as Diana) and holding a flaming torch. 

The figure of Chrift Is robufl and more like die ordinary treatment 
of the Father than^ the Son j the faces of (he apoftlcs are exceedingly 
eharadleriftie. The ledge of the chair and a bottom bar beneath the 
Ijotftool are ornamented with the bail and tranfvcrfe lozenge Greek fret, 
and on the latter is a large railed capital C, 

I he only ivory fculptures which I have feen which at all remind 
me of the treatment of this Angular piece (and its companion) are the 
fending figures of St* John and the Evangelifb affixed to the Ivory 
Chair of Ravenna,

Th» figure of St. Paul greatly referable the dlfriplc ictu in the Erco piece, 
twig No. S^, 
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hangs down below her elbows with a fringed border. The Holy Child, 
with 2 very chubby face and curly hair, but without a nimbus, is fitting 
on her lap holding a roll in the left hand and right hand raffed in 
benediction, as in the companion cablet. On either fide of the Virgin 
is feen an angel with curly hair fiftened round wich a band, with a cloak 
(aliened by a brooch on the right (boulder. The one to the left w r ich 
the open right hand raifed, and the other to the right holding a globe. 

The execution of thefc figures is extremely careful, the features ot 
ihe angels especially arc admirably feulpcureil, although fomewhat coo 
robuft.

beardlcft. Wc have evidently here the curing of the cripple of Lyftra 
by St. Paul ( Adis, xiv* v. to), the two figures to the right being, as l 
fuppofe, Paul (Mercurius) and Barnabas (Jupiter, v* 12), notwithftand- 
ing t he difference in the appearance of St* Paul as feen here and in the 
two other fccnes.

folds, and the features very cleverly individualized, efpccially thofe of 
St. Peter and Linus, the latter of whom bears confident He tcfembkitce 
iu Martin Luther.

The Abbe Cahier in his memoir on this Ivory, overlooking the fa<A 
of its attachment to the Pfalter of Charles le Chauve, as well as the 
fubjccl of the correfpording plaque (reprefenting the floiy of David 
and the wife of Uriah) attached to the back of the fame Pfalter, cx- 
prcfFcd the far-fetched opinion that the fculpture was an illuitration of 
an event connected with the hiftuiy of Julian the Apoftate. 

M. Paul Durand (Revue Archealogique, vol. v. p. 733, 1849)1 how¬ 
ever, pubilfhed a “ nouvelle interpretation ” of this ivory, eonfidcring it 
as a foul ptu red illu ft ration of the j 6 th Pfaltn, ft m ply giving the verfes of 
the Pfalm with a Ihort commentary thereon, fhowing its complete appli¬ 
cability to the bas-relief. To this interpretation the Abbe Cahier 
replied in the fame work, vol. vi. p. 481 where a figure of the ivory 
is given in PI. 113, in the weakeft poflible manner: “ Quoi ! une 
compofition comme ccllc que nous avons fous les yeux, pour traduire 
aux regards, les tours poetiques d’un hymne i J affiimc fans crainte 
que le Moyen Age ferieux, cdui des hautes epoques, n'a jamais vu 
pareil projet d’artifte." He further objc&s that if the view of M. Du¬ 
rand were correct w-e ought to fee u en quclquc coin, le rk David

Extremely valuable as a fpetimen 
of Northem-Britifh or Scandinavian workmanfhIp, and which has been 
referred by Mr. MaikclJ to the eighth century (Cat, Ivor,, PreE, p. xlix), 
but to which I mn induced to give a more recent date from the armour 
offomc of the warriors as well as from a comparifon with the ftonc 
carvings of the I He of Man and Scotland, to which it is ImpofTible to 
aferihe a date earlier than the eleventh qr twelfth century.

I .—IVORIES IN JTALT. 

St. Peter's, Rohe. 

HE Ivor)' Chair of St, Peter* preferred in its magnificent 
shrine at the back of the re redos of the altar at the weft 
end of the Bafiiica, is quadrangular in Ihapc, the width 
acrofs the front being nearly 3 ft., and the height of the 
front to the top of the bar which fupports the feat being 
2 ft. rA in. The upright back (behind the feat) is formed of four open 
rounded arches, above which is a triangular pediment. The upright 
fupports of the fides of the front, the traniVerfe bar which fupports 
the front of the feat, the fide fupports of the upright back, and the bafe 
and two Hanting fules of the terminal pediment are ornamented with 
ivory aiabcfque carvings of fcroll patterns with foliage, amongft which 
are centaurs, men, and animals, with mafics in the centre. In the 
centre of the bafe of the triangular pediment there is alfo introduced the 
bull: of an emperor crowned, which has been confidered from the Jlker- 
nefs to his miniatures to reprefent Charles ie Chauve. The front pan 
of the chair below the feat is filled in with a fcrles of eighteen fmall 
fquare ivory plaques, feparated from each other and furrounded by 
narrow borders carved in different patterns. The fubjc&s in ihefe fmall 
plaques (which have been placed careleflly on the chair, fomc being 
even turned upfide down), arc twelve of the labours of Hercules, and 
fix of the conftcllations, viz., Pifces, Hydros, Scorpio, Lepus, Erida- 
nus and Cetus, In the ftyle of their wurkmanfhip ihefe little plaques 
correfpond with the Byzantine calkers of the toth or nth century, 
cfpecially fuch as thofe deferibed above, Nos. 55S, 559, 360, 363, 
and thofe in a cafkct in the facrifty of the cathedral of Volterra, as well 
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as in the cafket in the church of St. Pderudis at Cividale* figured in the 
" MitiheiSungen der k. k, Central CommiftIon, 1J vol. iv. p| r x r * in all 
af which levers] of the labours of Hercules arc in fs. 3 . introduced. 

The fubjerft of thefc plaques has led to much fpeculation on the 
part of Catholic writers, who, fuppofing them to be of the age of 
St. Peter, have fuggefted that the chair was in its prefen t condition as 
a fecuJar chair nfed by Pudens, and given by him to St Peter, or that 
the ivory carvings have a fymbolical allufion to the works of Sr. Peter* 
and his numerous victories over the gods of the pagans* (Fogging De 
Rom- I tin. Petri; Cortefii, De Rom. Itin. Geftifq. Princ, Apoftol.)

In one of the facrifries cm the ibuth fide of the nave of 5t* Peter's, 
are fix Byzantine ivories, containing full-length figures of faints, affixed 
to the wall. 


Ivories at the Vatican. 

The collection of ivories in the Mu feu m of the Vatican is of con- 
fiderable extent, and is divided into two portions. 

A* The Antique daffical and mediaeval feeular ivories in the 
Muieo Frofono, at the northern extremity of the gallery 
of the library. 

B. The religious pieces contained in the Mufeo Criftiano, at the 
fouth end of the fame gallery. 

A. The clajfical and feeular ivories are very Important, The chief 
are,— 

A figure of Jupiter feated on the back of an eagle with wings 
extended, attended by two amorinr, one of which holds a vafe to the 
eagle. 

A very fine head of Jupiter. 

Jupiter attended by two female figures. 

A figure of Mercury holding the thyjfus* 

A female feated with an eagle Handing in her lap, with a cupid 
Handing to the left 

A piece about 2^ in, iquare, with a remarkably fine eagle. 

Another eagle, of fmall but very beautiful work, in high relief, 
ftanding facing the fpedtator, with wings half expanded, garlands and 
ribbons at its feet. 

A very beautiful ftatuettc of Diana holding a bow, with n dog 
running beneath, ftarthg f Qr the chafe. 
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A head cut out of a folid block of ivory (6 in, by 5 in,), the profile 
extremely beautiful* the eyes now hollow were probably originally of 
filver 

A bud of an emperor in femt-relief, evidently a portrait* 

Six or tight fmall tufts of excellent workmanfhtp, including one of 
Minerva in fcate armour, with the head defended by a helmet. 

A portion of a remarkable group of a triumphal car drawn by four 
horfes, in very high relief, dofcly rcfetnbling the baf-relitf of Mart us 
Aurelius on the flairs of the Capitol Mufeum, 

An early piece about zi in, fquare, here mlfplaced, with a figure of 
Chrid, young and beard left, (landing between two looped-up curtains, 
with a plain nimbus and a long robe hanging loofely from the fhoulders, 
his left band extended acrofs the bread. 

A poet, with a mafk and a book, in incifed lines. 

Various groups of latyrs, nymphs, fawns, amorini, feme of them 
entirely in the ft vie of the carvings on the farcophagi. 

Several draughtfmen of large fizc, marked with fmall concentric 
rings, 

A number of ivory dolls, fevera] of the bed of which are cut into 
two parts* 

An oval Etrufcan piece, W. 4 In. by H, 3 in*, reprefenting a 
female feaied giving milk to a cow from her bread, above which is a 
vulture. 

Several mirror cafes, one reprefeming two lovers playing at chefs. 
Another with two lovers fcated near a tree, at the foot of which is a 
yafe like a lion's head, in which lies a human head, to which the lovers 
point; a figure of cupid feated in the tree T Another with the Murder 
of the Innocents* Defcribed above from a call, No, 875, p. 310. 

There are alfo feveral writing tablets with love fecnes, and many 
bone pieces of North Italian work, portions of eafkets w ith feenes of 
romance hi dory. 


B. The following are the chief of the Christian Ivories. 

1, Cylindrical pyx, of the early Chriftkn period, with the miracles 
of the railing of Lazarus and the healing of the blind and the paralytic. 
Cad defcribed above, No. 770, p. 273. Photographed by Simelll, in 
three parts, Photographs of Early Chrsdian Antiquities. 

2. The great book-cover, with the youthful Chrift treading on the 
lion and bafilisk. Cad defcribed above, No. 117, p. 51. Gorius, 
Thcs. Dipt,, iin pi. iv, * alfo beautifully photographed by SimeUl 
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The mariufcript, of which this forms the front (the back being a com¬ 
paratively modern iilver-gilt plate reprefenting the crucifixion), contains 
the Gofpels of St. Luke and St* John, ci littcris aurcis quadratic, 
membrana purpurco ct cceruleo ti neat Em HHta colors, exaratus.” It 
formerly belonged to the monaftery of Lorsch, near Mayence, founded 
A.D. 763, and from a note at the beginning of the volume it was 
“ Renovatus at ligatus, A + 10 jq y ** by the orders of the Abbot Eber- 
hard, by L de Sillingeftat, vicar of Worms, From hence it palled Into 
the Bibliotheca Falarina, and thence to the Vatican, where k bears the 
No. 50, and is aferibed to the 9th century, [D, Giorgius De Liturgy 
Rom, Pontific + tom. li. mb. lii. p. 135.) We have, however, here no 
proof of the date or origin of the ivory cover of the volume, or that it is 
contemporary with the writing of the manufeript* The book cover of 
the South Kcnfington Mufeum (Mafkcll, p. 53), appears to me from a 
careful examination of the two originals, as well as of cafe of them, 
to have been executed by the fame hand as the Vatican ivory . The 
former has been aferibed to the qth century, and confidered as Carlo- 
vingjan. I have, however, felt Inclined to confider them as two or 
three centuries older, and as Italian work. Certainly I know no 
Carlo vingian Ulu mi nation or carving which can be compared with these 
pieces. 


3* Large triptych, Byzantine, 1 oth or 11 ch century. 

The centre part of this magnificent triptych Is 10 J in. H. by 6 in. 
W.j and Is divided into two compartments by a bar acrofs the middle, 
the latter indofrng five circles, each with the buft of a faint. In the 
upper compartment Chrift is feated on a grand quadrangular chair, with 
the back carved like the Ravenna chair, but firaight at top and with 
a richly ornamented cufhion. The head is encircled with a gemmed 
cruciferous nimbus j the right arm Is enveloped in the outer robe, 
leaving only the hand expofed, which 15 raifed in benediction; the left 
hand holds a fplendidly-bound book on His knee, the feet dad with 
fandals reft on a footftool, the front of which has a row of fmall 
rounded arches; on cither fide of the chair Hands an angel with hand 
upndfed and open in adoration, and at the fides the Virgin and Sc. John 
w ith open hands. In the lower compartment are five Handing figures 
of Sts. James and Andrew, St, Peter holding a roll and with the fore¬ 
finger of his right hand railed, St, John (Theologos), and St* Paul with 
a remarkably high forehead, each of these two holding a book. On 
each wing are reprefented, above, two warrior faints, and below, two 
1 holding fmall crofics, leparated by a continuation of the middle 
bar with two bulls of faints en each. 
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The back of the central piece of this triptych is ornamented with a 
large and very fplcndid gemmed crols, furrounded by a beautiful ara- 
beJ'que dcfigit of foliage and tofettes with birds refting in the branches, 
and on each volet are four full-length figures and two bulls of Greek 
taints, quite fundsr to the Berengarius book cover at Monza. 

'1 he proportions of the figures, especially in thofe of the front central 
group, which are cut in very deep relief, are too attenuated. They arc 
not corrcdlly rep relented (in this refpcct) in the two large plates of the 
front and back fidcs given by Gorins, Thcs. Dipt., iii. plates 24 and 25; 
a photograph of the front is contained in the Simelli feries. 

4. The Rambona diptych, with Romulus and Remulus, Cafl 
deferibed above (p. 56, Nos. 127 and 128).

The Ivory Chair of Maxi miaous, Archbifhop of Ravenna, A.D, 
549, dill preferred in the fkcrifty of the cathedral of that city, the 
prelbyteriutn of which he alio adorned. 

The front of this chair is quadrangular, the back being concave on 
the infide, the top of the back being rounded, and the arms (riling about 
6 inches above the feat) being 31 inches high (including the feet, which 
are 4! inches high), and the back itfelf in the middle is about 4 feet 
high. The chief decorations of the chair occupy the front below the feat 
and confift of five fplcndid figures of St. John the Baptift and the Evan- 
gclifts furrounded by beautiful arabcfque vine borders, with leaves and 
grapes, fpringing out of large vafes, with lions, peacocks and other birds, 
flags, hares, &c. introduced among the foliage. The Baptift occupies 
the central compartment, and is 9 inches high, he wears the camel's hair 
cloak, and his right arm is railed, with the hand giving the benediction, 
having the fir ft and fourth fingers extended, whilft his other hand holds 
a circular dife on which is fculpturcd the Lamb of God. 

In the two outer compartments, which are of the fame fize as the 
central one, are two of the evangelifts, aged and bearded, each holding a 
book without any fymbol or other identification, the one to the left with 
the right hand raifed, bluffing, with the firfl: and fecoiid fingers extended, 
whilft the one to the right has the firft, fecond, and fourth fingers 
extended. The two other evangelifls are represented on plaques nar¬ 
rower than the other three, and are rather taller, each being 9 inches 
high, both alfo hold books in their left hands, the one being aged with 
a long pointed beard, his right hand bluffing, whilft the fourth, St. John, 
di ft ingui filed by his more youthful, beardlefs features raifes his right 
hand, which is quite open. The head of the evangel id with the 
pointed beard is fo exactly like the head of St. Paul in the grand 
Berlin diptych, whilft that of the left hand evangclift is quite like 
St. Peter in the fame piece, that I could only arrive at the conclufion 
that they proceeded from the fame feutptor’s hand. {The fine figure of 
St. Peter in the Archiginnafio of Bologna is alfo evidently by the fame 
hand.) Each of thefe faints (lands beneath a richly decorated rounded 
arch rolling upon twilled columns with foliated capitals, their heads 
being furmounted with a large IhclMike ornament. In the centre of 
the top bar of this part of the chair is a large deeply-carved monogram, 
in which all the letters of the words MAX 1 MIANUS EPISC (the C 
of the fquare form) OPUS arc found. In the corrc(ponding part of the 
bottom bar is a large vafe, on cither fide of which is a lion executed 
with great energy. 
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RAtmHA* The flat fides of the chair are decorated on their outer furface with 
the ten pI^qLirs {five on each fide, placed one above another ), with fee nes of 
^dr vl"" ^of Jofeph, carved b y a J'eparate artift- At the fide of the right arm

The carved back of the chair was compofed of fixteen compartments, 
forming four rows with four in each, feparated both vertically and horizon¬ 
tally by bars decorated with arabefques of vine leaves and grapes, among!! 
which birds and beafts arc fporting { jlr No. 87, p, 3 ^)- Eight only of 
theft plaques, which were cut out of and retained the concave form of 
the tooth* were vifiblc above the feat of the chair, the other eight forming 
the portion of the back below the feat* All the eight plaques vifiblc above 
the feat were doubtlefs originally carved with feenes of the life of Chrift, 
but only two of them remain in fttu^ a third piece having been for more 
than 130 years and ftill continuing detached from the chair. Each of 
thefe three pieces Is carved on both fides, fo that ihe back of the chair 
mull: have been as elaborately ornamented as the front, 1 hefe pieces 
- arc by a different and much lefs fkilled artiil than ihe fculptorof the fccne* 
of the hiflory of Jofeph. The two pieces remaining occupy the third 
compartment in the top row and the firft in the fecond. The former 
of thefe has on its front or concave face the Virgin feated on a chair to 
ihe left holding the Infant* jofeph appearing above the chair* whilft an 
angel Hands on the right fide, exactly rcfembling one of the angels with 
the Virgin in the great Berlin piece. A targe ftar appears in the ccntrc 
above. The convex outfide of this plaque has ihe Baprifm of Ghrill 
defigned with great fpirit. The Baprift is Handing to the left holding his 
left hand open as if dropping water, and his right extended upon the 
head of the youthful Ghrift, half Emmerfed in the water. Fo the right 
are two angels holding the clothes, and above is the Holy Dove j to the 
right below is a personification of the River Jordan, with water flowing 
from a vafc. The fecond fixed piece has die representation ol an age. I 
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male Handing figure with a beard, holding a ftaff in his left hand, his 
right hand extended in bcnedidlfon ; before him (lands a female holding 
3 difh; a well at the foot of the piece in the middle, and an angel with 
a rtaff appears in the upper part of the plaque. Can this be intended 
for the feenc with the Woman of Samaria at the well' J he reverie of 
this plaque reprefents the Saviour Handing til the centre, jouiig and 
beardlefs, between two aged ditriples, who hold in their hands a bafket 
of loaves and another of fith, above them appear the heads of two other 
difciples, whofe hands are railed ill lurprife. 

The third plaque, which was deferibed as a detached piece by 
Bandinitts in 1746 (« In tabulam ebnmeam obfervaciones," 4to. Florence, 

1746, with plates re preferring both faces), has on the concave fide the 
fecnc of the angel appearing in a dream to Jofeph in the upper part, and 
in the lower the journey to Bethlehem. A cad of this fide of the plaque 
is deferibed above [No'. 88, p, $i).' On the outer convex fide is repre- 
fented the Miracle of Cana. Four large vafes occupy the lower half of 
the defign 5 above, on the right hand, Jcfus (lands holding a crofs in 
His left hand, His right hand pointing to the waterpots, the mailer of the 
fcaft Handing to the left holding a fiat wine cup, and above, a difciplc 
with long face and long pointed beard. 

Carefully executed drawings of the cvangclills upon this chair are 
contained in the Paffavant Gallery in the Mufcum of DulTcldorf. A 
figure of the entire chair is alio given by Du Sonimcrard, Les Arts au 
Mayen Age, chap, v, and xii.. Album, 1™ ferie, pi. xi< , but in order to 
mate the chair appear as complete as poflible he has put the back of the 
chair into falfc pcrfpetlive, fo that the two right hand empty compart¬ 
ments are olmoft concealed, and the fculpturt! of the convex as well 
as of the concave fides of the remaining plaques arc represented as 
vifible from the front, by which means the arriffc has contrived to fill 
fix of the compartments 1

The Pqssente Collection at FAHniAh'Q, 

This Mufeurn was formed by the late Marquis Poflente, having 
occupied a period of fifty years in its coUei£Hon, and it was bequeathed 
by him to his heirs on the exprefs condition of never being broken up, 
bur kept as an heir-loom, and in the cafe of failure of heirs that it (hould 
become the properly of the town. It is preferred in the Cafe Poflente, 
and occupies three rooms; one of large fize is entirely occupied with 
ivory carvings and fcuipturcs of every age, ftyle, country, and object 
to which the material could be applied j guns, fword-handles, tables, 
chairs, boxes, powder-flalks, bijou-boxes, mufical inftmmcnts, cheflbien, 
laddies, picture frames, hunting horns, bows and arrows, cups, and 
even a bed. Its great ftrength, however, confiils in cafkcts and 
ftatuettes, efpecially of the 17th and 18th centuries. Of the former 
there are at Icaft a fcore, many ornamented with the carved bone-work 
fo common In Northern Italy Ln the 14th century. There are ftEII more 
cups and vafes of various foapes, whilft crucifixes and ftatues of faints 
are almoft cndlefs. There is a final! collection of Indian and Chinefo 
ivory-work, including fcveral of thofc balls which inclofc a large number 
of fmaUer ones. 

Of diptychs and triptychs of the 14th and 15th centuries there is 
a confiderable number, chiefly of French origin, with canopy-work above 
the figures. One of thefe* of large fize, with feenes of the hiftory of 
the Virgin deferibed below, is the moft important, containing reprefen- 
cations of various feenes which do not occur In any other Ivory carving 
with which I am acquainted. 

Here is a poor fac-fimile of the grand Barbcrini Imperial fern!- 
diptych with an emperor on horfebick \ alfo a fac-fimilc of the large 
piece in the Vatican Mufeurn, containing a reprefentation of the Crud- 
fixfon, furrounded with bulls of faints, which is in all probability a 
modern fabrication {an opinion fhared by fcveral of the be ft Roman 
archscologiflsj. 

An evident copy of one leaf of the diptych of FI, T. Clementinas In 
the Fejervary (Mayer) Coltcftion, has been carved on a convex piece of 
ivory 8 In* high by 6 in, wide, keeping the natural curve of the tooth, 
with the ftar-likc monogram furrounded by the letters KAGMHNTV, and 
having on each fide a border of vine leaves and grapes. 
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Here, too, is a triplicate of the Creation of Adam and Eve (aaaM 
O nPOTOnAACTOC) and the Murder of Abel, in the Donee (Goderich) 
and Darmiladt Collections, and even a duplicate of the curious figures of 
Adam forging at an anvil and Eve blowing the bellows, and of Adam 
hiding his fate (AAAM HOT h}, which occur on the great Darmftadt 
eafket. 

The molt important plaques are the following : 

A reprefematbn of the Miracle of the Loaves and Fi flies, 5 in + 
fquare,. b y the very remarkable artift of the Toth or nth century who 
fculpcured the piece reprefenting the Woman taken in Adultery in the 
Fejervary Collection. In the centre, above, Chrift is feated, with a 
full-face and uplifted hands, the nimbus emitting fhort rays forming a 
crofs j below arc three figures holding feven bafkets, the remainder of 
the competition being filled with figures and heads eating fifti and fmaSL 
lumps of bread. 

Another exquifitc piece is a Byzantine ivory, 5^ In. high by 4^ in, 
wide, of about the 1 ith century, with a funk panel, having the bull of 
the Virgin with the Infant Saviour with gemmed nimbi In a circle in the 
centre, furrounded by a narrow circular openwork border of a lozenge 
pattern, and with bulls of Saints John Baptiil, * 1 Peter, Paul, and Thomas 
at the angles, their names inferibed in Greek, and round the raffed border

The few which I faw were final] Rufib-Greek pieces, limllar to the 
little metal diptychs and plaques, with figures of ChrilV, the Virgin and 
Saints, fo common in Ruffian Of thcfe I counted about twenty-two 
ivory pieces in the Mufeum of the Great Monaftery of the Tnoitfkol, 
near Mofcow.
